Dr.  Caprio  is  Inaugurated  as  the  Fifth  President 
of  Western  New  England  College 


A SENSE  OF  NEW 
beginnings  was  in 
the  air  on  the 
afternoon  of  April  25. 
Students,  faculty,  staff, 
administrators,  alumni, 
and  friends  made  their  way 
from  every  direction  of  the 
campus  to  the  Alumni 
Healthful  Living  Center  for 
the  Inauguration  of  Dr. 
Anthony  S.  Caprio  as  fifth 
president  of  Western  New 
England  College.  Flowers 
were  in  bloom  as  each  path, 
roadway,  and  sidewalk  was 
crowded  with  people  moving 
toward  the  Center  on  a 
beautiful,  breezy  Friday 
afternoon. 

The  field  house,  where  the  Inauguration 
took  place,  was  decorated  with  giant  palm 
trees,  banana  and  ficus  trees,  beautiful  yel- 
low straw  flowers,  and  Boston  fern.  The 
Springfield  Symphony  Orchestra  Brass 
Quintet  provided  the  music,  and  the  event 
began  with  a  lively  procession  of  400  stu- 
dents, trustees,  faculty  staff,  alumni,  and 
other  delegates  dressed  in  the  traditional 
caps,  gowns,  and  colorful  hoods.  Professor 
Henry  Bazan  led  the  procession  as  the  Grand 
Marshal.  "I  was  proud  to  be  selected  to  rep- 
resent the  faculty  and  the  institution  carry- 
ing the  newly  created  mace.  It  was  a  won- 
derful honor  bestowed  on  me,"  he  said.

The  Medallion  bears  the  Col- 
lege Seal,  which  contains  a  lighted  torch  at 
the  center  symbolizing  the  continuing  search 
for  knowledge,  and  the  triangle  which 
bridges  the  Latin  words  for  knowledge,  in- 
tegrity, and  service,  which  reflect  the  mis- 
sion and  character  of  the  College.  The  names 
of  the  four  previous  presidents  with  their 
years  of  service  are  inscribed  on  the  back  of

Together 
we  will  think  strategically  and  creatively 
to  develop  a  clearly-articulated  mission 
and  sense  of  our  goals  and  purposes.  To 
achieve  this  we  must  renew  our  commit- 
ment to  create  a  campus  environment  in 
which  ideas  and  opinions  are  openly  ex- 
pressed and  valued,  and  in  which  the  ad- 
vancement of  this  College  is  in  the  mind 
and  in  the  work  of  every  individual  in 
this  campus  community.  We  are  all  citi- 
zens of  the  College,  regardless  of  our  jobs, 
our  rank,  or  our  title.  In  our  decisions 
and  actions,  we  must  all  take  a  College- 
wide  perspective. 


Let  us  transform  our  sense  of  ourselves 
as  members  of  this  organization.  Let  us 
accept  the  responsibility  to  be  participa- 
tive, to  be  communicative,  to  be  broad  of 
spirit,  and  to  be  supportive.

We  must  hold  ourselves  to 
defining  professional  and  liberal  educa- 
tion for  this  era.  Everything  we  do  should 
be  viewed  in  light  of  our  drive  to  inte- 
grate liberal  and  professional  education. 
Let  us  proceed  with  a  new  and  unique 
definition  of  this  College  as  a  place  where 
professional  and  liberal  learning  are  in- 
terrelated for  all  of  our  students  regard- 
less of  their  major.  We  must  work  at  the 
intersections  of  our  disciplines,  profes- 
sional or  liberal,  to  advance  connected 
learning.  We  need  to  redefine  what  we 
mean  by  liberal  and  professional  educa- 
tion so  that  each  can  remain  in  full 
strength,  each  reinforced  and  enhanced 
by  the  other.  Our  tradition  and  mission 
encourage  us,  actually  compel  us,  to

achieve  liberal  and  professional  education 
that  are  mutually  enriching. 

...  In  what  better  setting  than  this  Col- 
lege— this  unique  and  special  College — 
can  we  show  students  that  ultimately 
human  knowledge  is  interdependent.  Let 
us  be  pioneers  with  our  students  at  the 
new  frontiers  created  when  we  break  away 
from  the  confines  of  our  respective  disci- 
plines. Let  our  students  see  us  working 
together  and  teaching  together.  The  chal- 
lenges our  students  will  face  in  the  new 
century  will  be  solved  by  breadth  of  view 
and  length  of  perspective. 

Let  us  create  a  fresh  perspective  at 
Western  New  England  College.  Let  us  find 
our  distinctive  niche:  the  advantages  of 
undertaking  learning  in  an  environment 
of  integrated  liberal  and  professional 
learning. 

Students,  trustees,  faculty,  staff, 
alumni,  and  supporters  of  this  College,  I 
look  forward  to  working  with  you  to  build 
this  College.  I  look  forward  to  working 
with  you  to  preserve,  to  support,  to  sus- 
tain, and  to  advance  this  institution  which 
clearly  has  a  future  worthy  of  its  past. 

Forty-one  years  ago  tomorrow,  April 
26, 1956,  this  land  was  purchased  for  our 
campus.  Look  how  we  have  grown.  We 
are  still  young,  but  we  are  moving  grace- 
fully and  elegantly  into  our  maturity. 
Louis  Pasteur  spoke  these  words  in  his 
inaugural  address  in  1854  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Lille  in  France:  "Chance  favors  the 
ready  mind."

For  the  second  consecutive  season,  the 
Western  New  England  College 
lacrosse  team  reached  the  finals  of  the 
Pilgrim  League  Championships.  Unlike  last 
year  however,  when  the  Golden  Bears  won 
the  title,  WNEC  fell  26-9  in  the 
championship  game  against  Eastern 
Connecticut  State  University. 

The  brother  tandem  of  senior  Chris 
Wicker  and  sophomore  PJ  Wicker  (New 
Windsor,  NY)  led  the  team  in  scoring  all 
season.  PJ  had  the  second  highest  single-sea- 
son scoring  total  ever  with  63  points  (37 
goals  and  26  assists),  while  Chris  poured  in 
48  goals,  a  new  school  record. 

Junior  John  Miller  (Long  Valley,  NJ)  had 
another  strong  season,  finishing  with  17 


goals  and  30  assists.  Senior  Ryan  Nolan 
(South  Hadley  MA)  became  the  third  West- 
ern New  England  College  player  to  notch 
100  career  goals,  accomplishing  the  feat  in 
a  win  over  Clark  University.  He  finished  the 
year  with  21  goals  and  24  assists  and  was 
named  to  the  New  England  Intercollegiate 
Lacrosse  Associations  All-Star  Second  Team 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  season. 

Baseball 

The  baseball  team  finished  with  a  16-11 
overall  mark  and  an  8-6  record  in  the  Con- 
stitution Athletic  Conference.  The  Golden 
Bears  reached  the  final  of  the  Consitution 
Athletic  Conference  tournament  before  bow- 
ing to  Springfield  College. 

The  Golden  Bears  placed  three  players  on 
the  First  Team  of  the  CAC  All  Stars — Junior 
third  baseman  Todd  Watson  (Framingham, 
MA)  who  led  the  team  with  a  .414  batting 
average,  junior  pitcher  Brian  Beekman 
(Middletown,  NJ)  who  finished  with  a  4-3 
record  and  3.86  ERA,  and  junior  outfielder 
DJ  Carmody  (Greenfield,  MA)  who  batted 
.352  with  a  team-high  20  RBI. 


Sophomore  Eric  Kaleta  (Westfield,  MA) 
was  named  CAC  Rookie  of  the  Year  and 
earned  a  spot  on  the  Second  Team  after  bat- 
ting .390  with  13  RBI  in  his  first  collegiate 
season.  Also  named  to  the  second  team  were 
junior  catcher  Lou  Russell  (Abington,  MA) 
who  hit  a  career-high  .333,  and  sophomore 
pitcher/outfielder  Dave  Ferguson  (Pittsfield, 
MA)  who  had  a  4-1  record  and  3.18  ERA, 
and  also  hit  .384  at  the  plate  with  14  RBI. 

Softball 

The  Softball  team  finished  with  a  10-15 
record,  but  may  have  found  its  star  of  the 
future  in  freshman  Jackie  Hicks  (Shelbume 
Falls,  MA).  She  led  the  team  with  a  .370 
batting  average  and  14  RBI.  She  also  pitched 
21  games,  finishing  with  a  9-7  record  and 
2.76  ERA. 

Junior  catcher  Amy  Giroux  (Hopedale, 
MA)  was  having  a  strong  season  until  an 
injury  forced  her  to  miss  the  last  seven 
games.  She  ended  the  year  with  a  .358 
average  at  the  plate.  Sophomore  Jamie  Barras 
(Long  Valley,  NJ)  also  did  double  duty  this 
season,  playing  first  base  and  pitching.  She 
ended  the  season  with  a  .  3 1 8  batting  average 
and  a  1-3  record  on  the  mound  in  six  starts.

Burton  Porter, 
dean,  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences: 

These  are  very  exciting  times 
in  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences. The  faculty  undertook  to 
clarify  the  mission  of  the  School, 
asserting  that  Arts  and  Sciences 
has  three  primary  objectives:  To 
provide  majors  in  the  liberal  arts, 
to  provide  courses  that  satisfy 
general  education  requirements, 
and  to  provide  elective  courses 
throughout  the  College. 

Our  education  effort  contin- 
ues to  grow.  We  have  hired  an 
elementary  education  instructor, 
and  in  the  fall  will  have  in  place 
an  elementary  education  pro- 
gram. An  excellent  choice  for 
many  in  this  program  will  be  the 
new  American  studies  major.  We 
have  responded  to  student  inter- 
est by  adding  minors  in  Latin 
American  studies  and  public 
administration. 

Two  proposals  that  are  likely 
to  go  forward  are  the  Honors 
program  and  writing-intensive 
courses.  The  faculty  wish  to 
challenge  the  outstanding  stu- 
dents and  so  have  proposed  an 
Honors  program  largely  based 
on  existing  courses  that  have 
been  enriched.  They  have  also 
proposed  the  next  stage  in  the 
college  writing  program  to  be  the 
development  of  writing-inten- 
sive courses,  so  students  main- 
tain the  sharpness  they  achieve 
in  freshman  English  throughout 
their  college  careers. 

The  special  academic  oppor- 
tunities have  expanded  to  in- 
clude study  abroad  at  Regent's 
College  in  London.  This  college 


enrolls  a  wide  spectrum  of  stu- 
dents from  around  the  world. 
While  there,  Western  New  En- 
gland College  students  learn 
about  their  culture  as  well  as  the 
London  scene.  Regents  is  lo- 
cated in  a  Royal  park  in  the  heart 
of  this  magnificent  capital,  min- 
utes away  from  the  London  Zoo, 
221b  Baker  Street  (the  residence 
of  Sherlock  Holmes),  and  Ma- 
dame Tussaud's  Wax  Museum. 
Theatres,  libraries,  and  art  mu- 
seums are  short  subway  rides 
away.  It  is  a  wonderful  opportu- 
nity for  the  intellectually  curi- 
ous. 

Finally,  this  has  been  a  year 
of  growth  and  change  for  the  fac- 
ulty. New  or  replacement  faculty 
have  been  recruited  in  criminal 
justice,  economics,  English  (two 
positions),  government,  math- 
ematics, and  teacher  education.

Alumni  who  are  thinking 
of  returning  to  school 
should  keep  in  mind  that 
Western  New  England  College 
has  an  extensive  Off-Campus 
Program,  headed  by  Administra- 
tive Director  L.  Douglas  Kenyon. 
"Along  with  undergraduate  pro- 
grams, we  offer  graduate  pro- 
grams such  as  an  MBA  with  six 
different  concentrations,  an  MS 
in  Systems  Management,  MS  in 
Engineering  Management,  and 
an  MS  in  Criminal  Justice  Ad- 
ministration," Doug  notes. 

Off-Campus  Programs 
started  in  1975  with  a  little  over 
165  students  at  three  locations. 
Presently,  it  serves  over  1,200 
students  at  1 5  locations  through- 
out the  Commonwealth.  Adds 
Doug,  "Our  numbers  are  grow- 
ing. In  the  past  two  years  alone, 
we  have  graduated  more  than 
800  students." 

Classes  in  Off-Campus  Pro- 
grams meet  once  a  week  during 
four  1 1 -week  semesters.  The  fall 
semester  runs  from  October 


through  December;  the  winter 
from  January  through  March, 
the  spring  from  April  through 
June;  and  the  summer  from  July 
through  September.  Classes  are 
available  mornings,  evenings, 
and  weekends.

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School  Receives  Bequest 


Western  New  England  College  recently  received  a  $50,000  bequest  from  the 
estate  of  alumna  Jean  Cameron  Sterling,  who  died  in  1985  at  the  age  of  74. 
The  bequest  was  sent  to  the  College  upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  Esmond 
Sterling,  in  1996. 

Jean  graduated  from  Western  New  England  College  in  1946  with  a  degree  in 
accounting.  Following  a  lifetime  business  career  with  the  Dexter  Corp.  based  in 
Windsor  Locks,  CT,  Jean  moved  from  Connecticut  to  Florida  with  her  husband. 
She  was  very  active  in  civic  affairs  throughout  her  life.  She  served  as  a  Girl  Scout 
leader  for  many  years  in  Windsor  Locks  before  getting  married  and  was  a  fea- 
tured speaker  around  the  country  with  the  Council  of  Profit-Sharing  Industries. 

One  of  her  greatest  business  achievements  was  guiding  the  former  family- 
owned  company,  C.H.  Dexter  &  Sons  Inc.,  through  a  series  of  high-level  mergers 
to  its  present  designation,  the  Dexter  Corp.,  now  a  Fortune  500  company,  and 
the  oldest  listed  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange.  She  served  as  vice  president 
of  finance  and  secretary  for  the  corporation  at  the  time.  She  climbed  her  way  up 
the  ranks  when  executive  women  were  the  exception.  She  took  her  first  job  at 
Dexter  in  1927  as  a  payroll  clerk. 

After  retiring  in  1970,  she  and  Esmond  moved  from  Suffield  to  Boca  Raton 
where  she  volunteered  at  the  Community  Hospital  there.

"I  never  really  left  the 
College,"  says  John  Turgeon, 
thinking  back  to  when  he 
graduated  from  Western 
New  England  College  in 
1982.  "I  starting 
volunteering  at  the  College 
right  after  graduation  and 
for  the  next  ten  years.  I 
helped  with  phonathons, 
served  on  career  panels,  and 
worked  my  way  up  in  the 

Alumni  Association  to 
become  president  of  the 
group  in  1992." 

John  has  been  busy  the  past  few  years 
building  his  career,  a  successful  one  he 
attributes  to  hard  work  and  a  good  educa- 
tion at  Western  New  England  College.

Excited  about  the  merger,  John  notes, 
"Its  good  to  have  staff  behind  you.  It  opens 
up  new  possibilities  and  everything  is  going 
well  so  far.  I  foresee  a  change  in  the  future 
for  accounting  firms.  We  don't  just  do  taxes 
anymore.  We  re  getting  away  from  that  old 
stigma  of  the  CPA.  We're  consultants  in  ev- 
ery facet.  We  do  financial  planning,  estate 
planning,  business  valuations,  and  much 
more.  Everyone  in  the  company  has  a  spe- 
cialty. I've  been  involved  lately  with  non- 
profit companies  and  organizations  and  with 
construction — what  a  combination!" 

John  is  quick  to  point  out  also  that,  be- 
sides himself,  several  other  Western  New 
England  College  graduates  work  for  Aubrey, 
Dixon,  Riley,  Turgeon  &  Schultz  LLC.  One 
such  graduate  is  Lisa  (Grabiec)  Freeman  '90, 
daughter  of  Richard  Grabiec,  assistant  dean 
of  the  School  of  Engineering  at  the  College. 
Also  working  at  the  company  are  David 
Billeter  77,  Kevin  Boisselle  '87,  Ann
